EFFOBTS KBSUMED TO BUILD 

WAB jaomtiAi 

Efforts will be lesumed toward 
the construction of a memorial in 
Bourbon county in honor of soldiers 
who loet their lives in the world 
war. Plane for such a mbmorial 
were disiin— fid shortly after the 
close oTthe war, and later a memo- 
rial fund, aggregating more than 
$10,000 was subscribed, and more 
than half paid over. 

There was a wide divergence of 
views as to what foi^m the memorial 
should take, and, due to the high 
prices of materials of all kinds, no 
definite steps have ever been taken 
toward construction. In recent 
weeks discussion of the propot^ed me- 
morial has been revived and the di- 
rectors of the Paris Commercial 
Club have given the matter consid- 
eration at the reouest of some of 
the sttbecrlbers. 

The directors have decided that, 
in the event the proposal meets 
with the approval of those most in- 
terested, a referendum vote of all 
subscribeis should be taken to de- 
termine the forim of memorial. 
Anion g the suggestions that have 
been made are these: A monun\oi»t 
In the court house yard; an educa- 
tional fund; a playground for the 
children, v.ith -a suitable memorial 
tablet: ;i memorial bridge over 
Stoner creek, at ihe foot of Main 
street; memorial parks; memorial 
markers of different designs. 

These suggestions will be incor- 
porated in the referendum, ana 
bl&nks will be left for any further 
suggestione. After the referenda 
have been returned, the Commercial 
Club direetors will reeommend the 
construction of that form of menio- 
rial which received the largest num- 
ber of votes.

Plate Printers' Union Charges That 
There Are Too Many "Trillina 
Girls^ in the Bureau. 

Washlugtou.— A merry sex war is 
in progress In Code 8asB*s aMacy tae- 

The war started when the 'Plate 

Printers' union iu the bureau of en- 
graving and priuiing made formal 
clxurges that there were loo many 
"trifiing girl.s " iu. the buffeuu and that 
they y^ere retarding the effidency 
aiid the amount of production of 
paper money. In their charges the 
plate printers imimated that too much 
time WHS. spent by girls employe<l in 
the iMuean- in adiministering "little 
dabs of point and powder." In fact 
it was intimated that the plate priht- 
lers objecud lo "ilupi)€**'* being oni- 
ployed in the bureau. 

The plate printers let themselves In 
for troid>le. 

Federal Employees* UnloO )?o. lOSi, 
embracing the \\ ohumi employees of the 
bureau, at an iudignatioii meeting, 
condemued the attitude of the plsite 
printers, denied tlieir charges and de- 
plored their giving publicity to wliat 
they alieged to be a misstatement of 
facts. 

Miss Gertrude McNally, secretary 
of the union, declared that the records 
of the examining division showed 
that the ^^reatest percentage of spoil- 
age of printers' work Is for '^ily- 
wipes," "lifts" and "breaks," which 
•tqwilage could in no v ay be attributed 
to tlie assistants. 

"Plate printers are paid by tlie 
piece _rate and in many Instances the 
presses are speeded up for production 
at the expense of the quality of the 
v.ork." Miss McNally stated. 

It is predicted that the charges' of 
the Plate Printers' union will result 
in considerable friction in the future 
be t w een the printem and. their assist- 
anti=, since if inefljcit^ncy does exist 
the responsibility for the same has 
beea piaoed by obo side on the other.

Clear Federal Policy to Aid Progress 
of Commercial Flying Is Still 
UMldno— Year's Feate Are 
Reoerded. 

New York. — America has success- 
fully maintained her leadership in the 
navigation of the air, so far as heavier 
tlian air craft are concerned, despite 
tbe lade of aertsl lawe, tandbs AeidB 
aud other such handicaps, according 
to a review of the year 1920, issued 
by the Manufacturers' Aircraift a«»- 
dation. Tlie review says: 

"Decreased prodncUea and a gen- 
eral contraction in the aeronautical 
industry generally is offset by the 
more encouraging records of perform- 
ance made in American aviation this 
year. Wblle the last twelve months 
have not brought tbe carefully out- 
lined policy of federal Jurisdiction re- 
quired to assure steady and economical 
progress in commercial aviation, they 
have witnessed many remarkable 
achlerements . by Amerifun pilots in 
American macbliiea.*' 

Year's Performances. 

Then follows a long, detailed list 
of performances, among tbem tbe fol- 
towing : 

"CoiuiiiaiKler A. C. Read, hero of 
the Irnnsailautic flight in the NC-4, 
commanded the same flying boat (m a 
notewortiiy eapeditlon ftmn Bock- 
tiway, L. L, down itae Atlantic coast, 
altmg tlie gutf coast and up the Mis- 
sissippi river to Cairo, 111. When the 
NC-4 returned to Rockaway January 
27 last it had flown 7,740 nautical 
miles. Three of the four Padutrd 
Lil>erty engines had operated without 
trouble during the 118 hours in the 
nir, the fourilj more than eighty-two 
hours. Along the Mississippi the 
motors were run on commercial gaso- 
line picked up ftom points point en 
route.

"Different success attended the 
Alaskan flying expedition of the Unit- 
ed States Army Air service. Four 
Gallaudet remodeDed DH-4-B planes, 
each powered with a single Liberty 
mot<M', and each carrying two per- 
sons flew from Mitchel Field, L. I., to 
Nome, Alaska, and return in 112 boors 
flying time, a total dletanee e( 1,000 
miles, without a motor missing fire or 
other accident serious enough to de- 
lay the party. Rain and fog caused 
most of the diflicolty in flying over 
courtly wK ev«b dMuM «i tbt mmpiu 
Operation of Air Mail Service. 

"The Air MaU in 1820 operating be- 
tween Mew Tetk aad Wartdngten, 

New York, Cleveland, Chicago, Omaha, 
Salt Lake City and San Francisco, 
transported approximately one hun- 
dred million letters at ordinary pos- 
tage ratea. Tbe 4nrtem was extended 
In 1020 firom Chicago to Saa Frands- 
co, from Key West, Fla., to Havana, 
Cuba, and from Seattle, Wash., to Vic- 
toria, B. C. About thirty-five air mall 
planes are in the air each day flying 
a total, in round tripe, of about 8,000 
miles. 

"During the tear the oaVy has been 
making an aerial survey of the Pana- 
ma Canal zone. 

"The geological survey has cpoper^ 
ated with tbe marine eorpe In mep^iil; 
the coastline of Hayti. American sea- 
planes, Ctutiss, Aeromarine and Boe- 
ing types, have opecated peewnger 
routes in China. 

"Major R. W. Schroeder, flying an 
American designed and built Pacfcard- 
Ij&emo biplane, went up from HcOeok 
Field, Dayton. Ohio, on February 26, 
and reached tlie world's record alti- 
tude of MMWO feet** 



People at Batum Lack Clothing and 
Shelter and Are Dying at Rate 
ef Piwn 8f to 00 a Day/ 

New York.— Six thousand Greek 

refugees at Batnm, Transcaucasia, 
their clothing worn to shreds, are "liv- 
ing like wild animals in dens" uikI 
dying at the rate of team thirty-live 
to fifty a day; writes Dr. W. B. Ram- 
ho, a Near East Rpllof worker Of West 
PhihKlplphia, I'a., in a report from the 
Black sea port received here. 

Jn.what he calls "a tragic exudus 
that bids to become historic," Dr. Rain- 
bo says the Greek government already 
has repatriated 20,000 who emifcrated 
from the Near East to colonize Thrace 
and that from 10,000 to 12,000 remain 
to be transported from Batum back 
to their homeland. 

Most of thesiL be says, fire physical- 
ly strong, hut the 0,000 refugees from 
orlier regions who flocked to Batum 
in llie exi.ectation of relief have been 
in th;^t city five mouths, waiting in 
vain for help, their condition dally 
becoming more deflqperate <m account 
of the rigors of the present Georgian 
winter. 

The Greek government, Dr. Rambo 
explains, di.sclalming responsibility for 
the plight of the people, has under- 
taken, throogb bmnane consldeiatlbns 
only, to feed and doctor tbe refugees, 
but, so far. has declined to transport 
tlu'iji to Greece, on the ground that 
tliere is Insufficient housing there to 
shelter them. 

"lleanwhUe," the letter sa^s, "the 
6,000 are overcrowded in barracks un- 
lit for human habitation. The fam- 
ilies have no privacy. Some are ly- 
ing in bed day and night because tin y 
have no clothing to protect them |rom 
the cold or cover their nakedness. Un- 
less speedy relief comes to these peo- 
pl;\ most of them will die durinj,' tbe 
A iiK r. Already the remnants of tic 
original refugees are In des'pair. One 
of them said to me: ./We are no 
longer waiting for ships; we are wait- 
ing for death.* Of 5,767 In this party 
in the beginnini,'. only about 2,400 n>- 
nuiin — 3.3G7 are dead. Another parly 
of G.SOO has 2,800 survivors— 4,000 are 
dead. Of the survivors 700 are ifL**

It seems reasonable to ex- 
pect that coal wm be ntUlxed for beat 
and power for many years to come, 
the conservation measures to insure 
against waste and to bring about a 
larger development of hydro-electric 
power are likely to lessen the demands 
upon the coal mines.

The constant destruction of tJie 
streets of Paris by heavy trucks 
creates a problem which the city 
must face. If the city has not the 
power to protect the streets against 
this nii-iuse and abuse, it must get 
that po^ver. It is the belief i>f THi, 
NEWS that ther3 is a power inher- 
■ enti .1 any municipal organization, 
j whether or not it is expressly defin- 
ed in the cliarter and Ihe statutes, to 
protect public property against 
de.striution by any user. 

v;e limit the rights of citiz^s to 
dig up ihe streets for the purpose 
of making water or gas connections. 
We allow this only under certain 
conditions and certain^ restricticnc-, 
but the big trucks, running over oTir 
streets. dire<;tly do more damage in 
a few hours than a man with a pick 
and ghovel would do if he started 
deliberately to dig into the streets 
for the same, length of time. It is 
only a common .sense propositi<jn 
that prcpeity that has been created 
by the faxes of all t-he people may 
not be ifstroyed or used wastefully 
by an individual taxpayer, who 
contributes only a fraction of the 
amount to the payment oT the total 
charge. 

It is the belief of THE NEWS 
that the city authorities wouid be 
jufltifled in absolutely prohibiting 
the use of our streets to the he%Ty 
traffic, that, in particular, that has 
been going over them in the past 
few weeks, anH that whatever hair- 
splitting litigation that might be 
engaged in, the city would, in the 
long run. win the litigation or. at 
least, would not suffer (material loss 
ihrou<;h claims for damages. The 
legal authorities, however, seem to 
doubt the power of the city to pro- 
tect itself in this manner. 

If we haven't tbc power now, wo 
must get it at the tirst session of the 
Legislature. It is a ridiculous ab- 
surdity that the people of the city 
should vote bond issues and should 
tax themselves generously to build 
new streets and to repair M ones, 
and to have thoiM streets deBtit>yed 
almost as raplily as they are buUt.
